If the King- 
fish made himself popular with the students, in the first 
instance, I rather imagine he has put himself in solid with 
the old folks, in the second instance. Borrowing money is 
an experience—but paying itjback is a liberal education. 


Senator Long's "Share the Wealth" 


idea is as fascinating now ns it was 
thousands of years ago when the first 
conscious men pondered over the ap- 
parent injustices and inequalities that 
nature works upon the human race. 


How is money actually distributed 


in America; and if it were redistrib- 
uted .what would our share be? 


A statistician declares 


If nil the money in this country 


were distributed equally to every 
man, woman, and child, the per 
capita rate would be 542.50. In ac- 
tual distribution, however, every 
5100 is divided by one person hav- 
ing $59, another 59, 22 more $26.84, 
and the remaining $5.16 is divided 
between 7C persons. 
In those figures a discerning man 


can read the death warrant for any 
Utopia founded on equal distribution 
of the ready cash of the land. 


We can have a Utopia of short hours 


and better wages; of honest govern- 
ment 
and 
independent 
citizens—a 


Utopia of leisure and art and learn- 
ing, perhaps. 


But not a Utopia of equally-distrib- 


uted cash. 


We couldn't maintain that, for the 


simple reason that $42.50 per capita is

Tho present Agricultural 
Adjust- 


ment Administration program has ef- 
fectively curbed production, removed 
n huge price-smashing surplus, uppcd 
cotton prices, and started farm and 
business recovery. 
There are some, 


however, who question these gains 
because of the fear of surrendering 
cotton markets to foreigners. 


This aeries based on figures of the 


Cotton Section, Agricultural Adjust- 
mcnt' AditiUiL-.iirdtiori, !hus- shown re- 
ported decreases in 1934 cotton acreage 
in India, Egypt, and Russia. The dif- 
ficulties in future big expansion of 


acreage in these countries have 
mentioned. 
In the present ar- 


ilclo tho Chinese situation is exam- 
ined. 


Pressure of Population 


Tile pressure of population on food 


supply is so great in China that in- 
creases in cotton acreage will prob- 
ably come very .slowly. Famine is a 
clanger never very far distant from 
the Chinese people. Transportation is 
very poor, and this limits the importa- 
tion of food into the interior where 
cotton might be grown. This also 
makes it hard to market cotton. Many 
acres arc entirely shut off from the 
outside food supplies and must grow 
all their own feed. 


China had fi million acres in cotton 


last year, and this increased an esti- 
mated 5 to 10 per cent, this year. The 
estimated increased crop this year is 
7 per cent over last year. 
Average 


yields of cotton are high, being 20G 
pounds per acre 
over a period of 


years. 


The Japanese are a strong influence 


in China. They are attempting to de- 
develop the country, 
and 
this, of 


course, tends to increase cotton pro- 
duction. 
The average size of culti- 


vated tract per Cliine.se farmer in 
Kiangsti Province, which is a lead- 
ing cotton section is 3.7 acres. 
The 


average si/.e of cotton patch per farm 
is slightly less than one-half acre per 
farm. 
Modern gins are unknown in 


many sections. This means that gin- 
ning must be done by hand, but there 
is no lack of labor for this work. 


China Small Threat 


l,If cotton prices shoflM get so high 


pi China that 
they arc out of line 


with food prices, there would prob- 


" ably be a tendency to increase cot- 


ton acreage in certain parts of the 
country. 
The chances, however, are 


that cotton acreage will continue to 
(•row very slowly. At present, China 
offers little threat to the American 
cotton grower. 


No one would deny 
that foreign 


competition in cotton growing is a 
constant threat to the South and al- 
ways has been. That such competi- 
tion will rapidly take away Amer- 
ica's markets is another matter. Sen- 
sible American production to assure 
a decent American price 
will not 


throw away foreign markets. 
Ad- 


justment, which is the cornerstone of 
the AAA cotton program, does not al- 
ways mean reduction.

KANSAS CITY.- (/P) -A 
federal 


grand jury capped its charges of Kan- 
sas City racketeering Monday night 
with an indictment against Adam Ri- 
chetti, Oklahoma outlaw, of conspir- 
acy to obstruct justice in the 1933 
Union station slayings. 


The grand jury, which had reported 


Kansas City gang-ridden and ineffi- 
ciently policed, filed the most serious 
federal indictment against the outlaw 
companion of the lato Charles (Prctyt 
Boy) Floyd, accused 
with Richetti 


and Verne C. Miller of the station 
killings. Floyd was slain October 22 
in Ohio by officers two days after Ri- 
chctti's arrest there. Miller was kill- 
ed near Detroit by 
gangsters 
who 


feared tho searching federal agents. 


Richetti testified for an hour before 


the grand jury. He was taken to the 
federal building in an armored car and 
walked to the grand jury room under 
guard of officers armed with machine 
guns. 


Tho grand jury's gangster charges 


drew a defense from a county judge 
and set the state's political cauldron j 
boiling.

Tho Jackson county grand jury was | 


told by Judge Thomas J. Seohorn that 
the crime calendar was virtually bar- 
ren. 


Ho said law enforcement facts "turn 


the tide of invidious criticism back 
upon those who sock to asperse" the 
county's "good name."

As a rule the Democrats carry the 
congress seat, and nationally the coun- 
ty went for Al Smith in 1928 and for 
Roosevelt in 1932.)
